There are 221 books in the library, six of which have 
been added during the past year. The books are in good 
condition, showing only the usual wear. They show good 
care on the part of the librarian. Eighteen persons have 
taken out books during the past year. The largest number 
taken by any one person, 6; the largest number by any 
family,15. The librarian received twenty-five cents for fines.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


In compliance with the requirements of the statutes we 
respectfully present the following report: 

There have been five schools, whose terms aggregated 
113 weeks. Number of scholars enrolled by enrolling officer, 
773 boys, 40, girls, 37. Enrolled by teachers, 80; boys, 4o, 
girls, 40. 

School in district No. 1 was taught by Miss Emma P. 
Adams of Gilsum, a faithful teacher and well adapted for 
training the minds of young scholars. We liked her methods ; 
if the pupils did not make good progress the fault was 
their own. — 

District No. 2. Miss Jennie C. Wright taught the entire 
year and earnestly endeavored to have a good school but did 
not have the support of all the parents, as a teacher should. 

District No. 3. Miss Susie Brooks taught a very satis- 
factory school. Good order prevailed, the pupils learned 
well, no instance of tardiness in either term; there is evi- 
dence here that the teacher has the sympathy and help of: 
the parents. 

District No. 4 was under the care of Miss Grace S. Nims, 
who worked faithfully. Only four instances of tardiness in 
spring term, none in the fall term. 

District No. 5. Miss Emma I. Bingham filled the roll 
of teacher with the best results. 

At present one great obstacle to success in our schools is 
irregular attendance. The state undertakes to educate the 
young, that they may become better citizens, and every day 
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a pupil is absent something is taken from the public, and 
no equivalent rendered. Is this fair, or honest? We would 
call parents’ attention to this matter of most vital importance. 
You cannot afford to allow it, their progress in school work 
requires constant attendance. <A lost day never returns and 
the time will come when the lost days will inevitably be re- 
gretted, when too late to be retrieved. Let every parent be 
familiar with the schoolroom work, and uphold the teacher 
in all possible ways. Let every unjust criticism be with- 
held, giving helpful words, and sympathy instead. 

In regard to repairs, but little has been done the past 
year; the schoolroom in Diy. 5 has been papered, and now 
needs painting. No. 1 needs considerable work done to 
make the building comfortable. Some means should be de- 
vised tending to greater care of the desks and woodwork of 
the schoolroom. We should impress upon the minds of the 
children the necessity of carefulness, and neatness in the 
schoolroom. In conclusion we extend thanks to all who 
have assisted us in our school work.

To the inhabitants of the town of Sullivau, in the county 
of Cheshire, in sad state, qualified to vote in town affairs: 


“You are hereby notified to meet at the town hall in said 
town, on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of March next, at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects : | 

1.—To choose all necessary town officers for the year. 
ensuing. 

2.—To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make ap- 
propriation of the same. 

3.—To see what sums of money the town will raise in 
addition to that required by law for the support of schools. 

4.—To see what sums of money the town will raise in 
addition to that required by law for the building and repair- 
ing highways and bridges. 

5-—To see what sums of money the town will raise in 
addition to that required by law for the support of the pub- 
lic library. 

6.—To see if the town will vote to purchase a new road 
machine and raise money for the same or take any action re- 
lating thereto. 

7.—To see if the town will vote to dispose of the wood 
and timber on the town farm. 

8.—To see if the town will vote to pay for digging the 
graves, going with the hearse, and a certain sum of money 
for coffins for deceased persons of the town.

9.—To hear the reports of agents, auditors or committee 
heretofore chosen or appointed, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

10.—To transact any othér business that may come 
legally before said meeting.
